Scranton, Pa. Feb. 9 (By A. P.). 
First massed demonstration of the 
5-month-old coal strike occurred 
today when 500 miners marched on 
two washeries here in protest 
against hydraulic production of 
coal which their leader asserted 

s ‘taking the bread out of their 
mouths.’’ They were dispersed by 
25 policemen armed with sawed-off 
shotguns. None was injured. 

The police detained three men 
who identified themselves as lead- 
ers of the demonstration, but sub- 
sequently released them with warn- 
ings. At the same time Chief of 
Police Rose announced the estab- 
lishment of a “riot squad” at po- 
lice headquarters sufficient to cope 
with any emergency that might 
arise in the future. He also sent 
for some tear gas. 


Will Continue Work. 


Joe Santasario, of Dunmore, who 
led the march of the miners, said 
tonight that the demonftration was 
not intended to be anything but 
peaceful and that he would make a 
full report on it to his district 
union officials tomorrow. 

The march was the climax to 
complaints by miners against the 
growing washer coal production in 
this area, which has placed them in 
an ugly mood. Operators tonight 
indicated the washer production 
would continue. 

Miners from all over the Lacka- 
wanna valley met last night at Dun- 
more in a joint meeting of locals 
No. 1670 and 2407 and formed 
the plan of protesting which 
they carried out today. In their 
ranks were men from Dickson City, 
Throop, Olyphant, Dunmore and 
Scranton. 

Miners Oppose Mediation. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 9 (By A 
P.).—Members of the United Mine 
Workers are opposed to having the 
Pensylvania legislature or any com- 
mittee representing it act as media- 
tors in the present anthracite con- 
troversy, John L. Lewis, president 
of the union, stated in a letter read 
today before a subcommittee of the 
house committee on mines here.

In- 
stead, she is going to marry Ralph 
Neal, and English playwright, next 
month. She said she hoped to pass 
five weeks in this country with 
friends. 
“By the by,’ she asked, 
have you a statue of Liberty? We 
could see it as we came up the 
river, but what’s the use of seeing 
Liberty if they are going to treat 
you as a criminal when you arrive?’’ 
“TIT think it is an outrage, my be- 
ing held on this ship. I have done 
nothing in my life that I am 
ashamed of. I do think America 
has treated me terribly, and, per- 
sonally, I think I have a powerful 
enemy in New York.

Then 
the United States Supreme Court 
granted him the new trial which is 
now about to conclude. 

The jury was given the case yes- 
terday at 3:15 o'clock. Led by 
Deputy Marshal W. J. Mullen, the 
eleven white men and one colored 
man filed out of the courtroom and 
were taken to a closely guarded 
room on the second fioo:.

To House he poured out his soul, 
In a letter of December 12, 1914, he 
concluded: ‘I didn’t mean to write 
you all these things. ... But I 
must once in a while, blow off to 
somebodw You have the misfor- 
tune to be the only man to whom I 
can blow off.’’ With characteristic 
frankness, the Ambassador let the 
colonel understand with some de- 
finiteness that he regarded the con- 
duct.of the State Department under 
Mr. Bryan as worse than unfor- 
tunate. 

All the difficulties with which the 
State Department had to contend 
HWouse explained. With serpentine 
wisdom he replied to Page’s criti- 
cism of individuals in Washington 
by repeating complimentary re- 
marks which those very individuals 
had recently passed regarding the 
Ambassador. Thus on October 29, 
1914, in a letter to Page: ‘‘Your 
criticism of X came to me the day 
that Wallace was telling me of a 
talk he had with him the day be- 
fore, in which he, “X, said, ‘Y and Z 
together have not done as much as

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SOLVING TRAFFIC PROBLEMS. 


Director of Traffic Eldridge, it would seem, 
is making a mistake in insisting that the first 
session of the newly organized traffic council 
on February 15 shall be a star-chamber pro- 
ceeding. Mr. Eldridge has been invited to ap- 
pear before the members of the new associa- 
tion, which was formed to make a thorough 
study of the traffic problem, in order that the 
citizens might be informed as to the conditions. 
lie has requested that the meeting be in closed 
session because he does not desire any pub- 
licity. 

Apparently ths traffic director has a wrong 
conception of the purposes of the new organi- 
zation. The promoters of the association feel 
that there is something wrong with the present 
traffic conditions in Washington. If the fault 
lies with the regulations prescribed by the traf- 
fic bureau and the police department then it is 
believed these rules should be changed, and 
the citizens’ traffic council proposes to recom- 
mend such changes as are deemed necessary. 
If, on the other hand, the great body of the 
people has failed in its interpretation of the 
somewhat complex traffic code or its observ- 
ance of the regulations, the council proposes 
to educate the people, if that be possible. 
Surely nothing could be fairer: It wants first 
to find the cause for the unsatisfactory condli- 
tions in this city and then make an effort to 
remove the cause. 

Secret discussions will not clear the atmo- 
sphere. Mr. Eldridge certainly has nothing 
to say to the members of the traffic councii 
that the public should not know. What is de- 
sirable, what is necessary, if traffic conditions 
in Washington are to be bettered, is frank and 
open discussion of the situation as well as in- 
telligent and earnest cooperation between the 
public and the authorities.

Now they are known as ‘“‘maitre d’hotel,’’ and 
they wear dinner coats made, apparently, by a 
Bond street tailor. Let’s call them ‘‘maitres;’’ 
they are bosses, anyhow. 
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LLOYD GEORGE'S TACTICS, 


The British political quidnuncs had some- 
thing of an unusually engrossing nature to gos- 
sip about last week. Every one in England 
is agog as to the future fate of the liberal 
party, linked up, as it largely is, on the one 
hand, with the quasi-socialistic proposals of 
Lloyd George for land reform, and, on the oth- 
er, with the suggested fusion of its more ad- 
vanced elements with the saner and less com- 
munistic section of the laborites. Judge, then, 
of the excitement caused'in the purlieus of 
Westminster when, in the course of the debate 
in the house of commons on the king’s speech, 
Philip Snowden, who was chancellor of the 
exchequer in the labor government, declared 
in a somewhat significant way that he pre- 
ferred the land scheme of Lloyd George to the 
agricultural plan put forward by the conserva- 
tive leader, Premier Baldwin. Interest was 
raised to the highest pitch when, shortly there- 
after, Lloyd George went over to the front 
labor bench and sat for ten minutes in earnest 
conversation with Snowden. 

Such evident signs of a rapprochement were 
too much of @ bonne bouche not to be served 
up in various tempting ways. Next morning 
the columns of the newspapers were full of 
the subject of a liberal-labor amalgamation: 
Some writers, more inspired than their fellows, 
or at least endowed with a livelier imagination, 
proceeded to read into the incidents the gene- 
sis of a brand-new party. Even staid ministers 
of the crown were somewhat excited over the 
apparent trend of events, and one of them pub- 
licly alluded, as much in earnest as in jest, 
to the ‘‘glad eye’’ given by the labor former 
chancellor to the liberal leader. The lobbies 
of. the house of commons fairly buzzed with 
rumors. It was in vain for Lloyd George to 
protest that the consultation had no political 
significance, that it was merely a case of “two 
intelligent and well-informed minds approach- 
ing the same problem with an earnest and 
honest desire to solve it on the right lines.” 
The whisperings would not down. 

But there was another tale to tell when the 
division was taken on the labor amendment 
to the king’s speech, for Lloyd George and 
his followers joined the conservatives in vot- 
ing it down, by 299 to 112. Thereupon all the 
previous speculations were blown into thin air.

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MUSSOLINIE'S WARNING. 


Premier Mussolini's remarkable speech in 
Italian parliament has attracted world- 


problem of European minorities. No doubt 


| Signor Mussolini wished to call the world’s at- 
' tention to the problem and to bring to an issue 
| the question whether or not a nation shall have 
the right to suppress subversive teachings and | 


antinational tendencies within its own terri- 
tories. He virtually alleged that the German 
government was fomenting a propaganda in 
southern Tyrol, designed to alienate that 
region from Italy and pave the way for reunion 
with Austria. He regarded this as political 
aggression, and his extremely vigorous re- 
marks were both a warning to Germany and 
declaration in behalf of the fascists of Italy’s 
determination to defend her territory and her 
culture. 

Although. Premier Mussolini’s speech struck 
a bellicose note which would hardly be expéct- 
ed to issue from the head of a government, the 
position he takes is unassailable. He demands 
nothing for Italy that he does not concede to 
Germany. The United States would take the 
same position if it were confronted with the 
same problem. Every self-respecting nation 
would do likewise. It is intolerable that there 
should be a minority in any country which 
stubbornly refuses to amalgamate itself with 
the population, and which demands as a mat- 
ter of right the compulsory teaching of a lan- 
guage differing from the national language. It 
does not appear that the German or Austrian 
population in Italy is denied any of the rights 
which are enjoyed by Italians. If they have 
equal rights they can ask for nothing more; 
and they have equal duties, the first of which 
is loyalty to the flag under which they live. If 
they do not perform this duty willingly there 
is nothing for the nation to do but to enforce 
obedience to its laws, and to repel with all its 
force any attempt by a foreign nation to inter- 
fere. 

Germany is about to enter the league of 
nations, and it is to be expected that she will 
endeavor to convince Italy that the German 
minority in Italy should not be treated with 
harshness. Amicable discussion will accom- 
plish more than propaganda and threats. Time 
may bring about resignation, if not content- 
ment. 

These minority problems belong to Europe. 
It is fortunate for the United States that it is 
not concerned with them. This country has 
enormous minorities of its own, all living 
happily and loyally under the Stars and 
Stripes. The intermeddling by the United 
States in European minority quarrels would 
inevitably stir up bitter animosities in this 
country. There are additional reasons now 
for adhering to the advice of Washington to 
avoid entanglements in Europe. 
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Old-time Bohemianism consisted in a state 
of mind, not in doing without a hair cut. 
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HELPING SCIENCE. 

Science knows no international lines. The 
scientist is a citizen of the world, no matter 
what his nationality may be. That explains 
why the Smithsonian institution of the United 
States, which was founded upon the bounty 
of a subject of Queen Victoria, has been deeply 
concerned over the distressing economic condi- 
tions existing in Germany, which have endan- 
gered scientific investigations in that country. 
For many years Germany has been foremost 
in scientific research. And the whole world 
will suffer if the scientists of Germany are de- 
prived of the opportunity to work. 

In order to aid in the rehabilitation of the 
scientific work of the German people the Smith- 
sonian institution has forwarded to Berlin 
many thousands of publications since the close 
of the war. These were gathered through 
many American organizations. The largest of 
these consignments was recently received in 
Berlin. It consisted of a collection of American 
periodicals, weighing 13,000 pounds, which was 
received from the Library of Congress and for- 
warded to the Amerika institut in Berlin, an 
organization created to promote the cultura] 
relations between Germany and the United 
States, 

Not only has the Smithsonian transmitted a 
great mass of literature to the institut, but 
when lack of funds threatened the suspension 
of the German society’s operations, financial 
aid was rendered in sufficient degree to avert 
the threatened disaster. 

One of the greatest services which the Smith- 
sonian renders to science is the distribution 
of scientific literature to foréign countries and 
the collection of such foreign Material for 
American scientific Mbraries. During the course 
of a year there pass through the exchange serv- 
ice of the institution nearly 600,000 packages, 
which contain considerably more than 1,000,- 
000 publications.

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WHY THE BUREAU OF EDUCATION ? 


A recent editorial in The Post calls forth 
a lengthy reply from Mr. John J. Tigert, com- 
missioner of education, in which that gentle- 
man takes exception to the statement that ‘“‘it 
is not recorded that any State has requested 
the Federal bureau to send an expert to study 
its ¢urriculum.” Mr. Tigert says that The 
Post is in error, and that on the contrary his 
bureau has made exactly 224 surveys and re- 
ports at the request of States, cities, counties 
and institutions, looking toward the improve- 
ment of their schools. | 

Mr. Tigert is undoubtedly speaking with 
knowledge, and The Post is ready to give the 
bureau of.education full credit for its laudable 
efforts in the direction of usurpation of func- 
tions which are and ought to be the sole busi- 
ness of the States. Just what excuse there 
can be for a Federal bureau to interfere in 
the primary education of the children of New 
England, for example, passeth understanding. 
It is absurd to think that the State of Ver- 
mont, the State of Masschusetts, the State of 
Connecticut er the State of Maine with their 
universities, colleges and preparatory schools 
would dream of asking the Federal bureau of 
education to send ‘‘an expert” to ‘survey th

ROAD WOULD PAY HALF 


Acting in the light of the latest 
grade crossing tragedy, Representa- 
ive Zihlman, chairman of the House 
District committee, yesterday jntro- 


duced a bill providing for the re- 
moval of all. grade crossings in the 
District. 

This bill would seek the imme- 
diate elimination of the crossings 
instead of removing one a year un- 
der the present plan of the District 
commissioners. The commissioners 
are to consider Mr. Zihlman’s bill 
at their next meeting. 

Under the plan of eliminating one 
crossing a year, there is a billnow 
pending providing for the removal 
of the Michigan avenue crossing. In 
the deficiency appropriations just 


passed by the House there is provi-|- 


sion for the elimination of the La- 
mond crossing. 

Besides these two there are three 
other crossings in the District 
which, under the terms of Mr. Zihl- 
man’s measure, would be removed. 
They are the Chestnut street cross- 
ling, where Monday’s accident oc- 
l curred, the removal of which, it is 
‘estimated, would cost about $7 90,- 
000, the Bates road, or Varnum 
street crossing, $80,000, and the 
Quarles street crossing at Kenil- 
worth, $220,000. Of this total of 
$569,000, the railroad concerned 
would have to pay half under the 
usual form of this kind of legisla- 
tion and any street car company 
subsequently using the viaduct or 
underpass would have to pay 4 
fourth.

It is frue some of the val- 
ues of meat are convertible into fat 
producing compounds, but not to 
the degree that carbohydrates are. 
The diabetic depends upon meat for 
a fair share of his heat and energy.
